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Campus security 
questioned by some

Campus security has been 
^ area of concern across the 
country and some students 
here see no reason why 
LSUS should not be ques¬ 
tioned about security con¬ 
cerns. 

Within the past three 
semesters, some campus stu¬ 
dents have been flowed 
entry into the buildings by 
campus security officers 
without having to show 
proper student identification. 
Although the students may 
have been authorized to use 
campus computer labs and 
other labs, procedure was not 
followed by those officers on 
duty. 

The procedure to follow 
when students have to use 
campus labs, and the univer¬ 
sity is closed, is clear. 
Instructors must provide a 
list to campus security of 
students who have autho¬ 
rized access to the building 
and the officers on duty are 
to check identification 
against that list. Only then 
are they to allow the student 
entry into the building. 

“We always get com¬ 
plaints from some people on 
campus every year. Students 
often show up to do a project 
and don’t have proper identi- 
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fi cation. If you let some in, 
they complain, if you don’t 
let them in they complain. 
There’s always something, 
’’said Ronald Parker, chief of 
campus security. 

Some students and facul^ 
question building security, 
although they didn’t want to 
comment further on the 
record. They worry that 
someone vdio is not a stu¬ 
dent may slip through and 
steal or vandalize school 
properly or harm someone 
vdio may be working in the 
building after hours in one of 
the labs or on another project 
in another area of the build¬ 
ing. 

Parker, doesn’t seem con¬ 
cerned about building securi¬ 
ty, because of ibe security 
presence that is on campus, 
on the weekends and during 
special events. 

“Although it’s sometimes 
hard to check the authoriza¬ 
tion list with the professor to 
see if they added any new 
students, 1 still don’t think 
that myself or the other offi- 
ceis would let anyone who 
we didn’t think had any offi¬ 
cial business at the universi¬ 
ty into the building,” Parker 
said. 

Parker said that if students 
who want entry into the 
building answer some target¬ 
ed questions about the pro¬ 
ject th^ are working on and 
can show some evidence of 
what they are working on, 
th^ are allowed in, even 
though they may not have 
proper identification. 

He said to keep even 
-tighter security control on 
campus, buildings are locked 
and officers make periodic 
sweeps through the buildings 
where students may be 
working. 

“The best deterrent to 
crime is to have a high secu¬ 
rity presence at all times and 
we are fortunate to have 
campus officers vdio take 
their jobs very seriously,” 
Parker said.

Panel discusses treatment of 
crime victims, investigations

The North Louisiana 
Victim’s Rights 

Community Forum, hosted 
by the LSUS department of 
continuing education, was 
held April 22 at the 
University Center. 

The event was conducted 
in accordance with National 
Crime Victim’s Week, 
which was observed April 
19-25. The forum featured 
a panel discussion in which 
legislators, law enforce¬ 
ment officials, and victim’s 
rights advocates participat¬ 
ed in dialogue with mem¬ 
bers of the local communi¬ 
ty- 

KTBS-TV correspondent 
Sherri Warren was on hand 
and preceded the discussion 
with a televised forum on 
victim’s rights to be aired at 
a later date 

The discussion period 
centered on community 
concerns about crime and 
the criminal justice sys¬ 
tem’s treatment of crime 
victims. Criminal Justice 
Professor Dr. Bernadette 
Palombo stated, “We are 
developing a culture of vio¬ 
lence and our culture has to 
change before we can affect 
the level of violence. As 
long as we teach our chil¬ 
dren that violence is a form 
of conflict resolution, we 
are feeding the problem.” 

Audience members. 


some of whom were vic¬ 
tims of crime themselves, 
expressed frustration at 
their perception that they 
are not updated on the sta¬ 
tus of investigations in 
process and have no input 
in the sentencing of con¬ 
victed offenders. 

Currently, Senate Joint 
Resolution 44 is being con¬ 
sidered as an amendment to 
the US Constitution and 
would provide a national 
bill of rights for crime vic¬ 
tims. 

The proposed bill of 
rights would grant victims 
the ri^t to be heard and to 
submit a statement at all 
public proceedings, to be 
appraised of offender status 
(release or escape from cus¬ 
tody), and to obtain an 
order of restitution from the 
offender. 

The concept of a bill of 
rights for crime victims 
actually has its origins at 
the state level. Prior to 
1985, no state had taken 
action in this regard. Since 
that time, 29 states have 
adopted this measure, not to 
include Louisiana. 

However, according to 
State Representative Cedric 
Glover, the State 
Legislature will vote 
October 3 to amend the 
state constitution to include 
a victim’s bill of rights. 

Other discussion focused 
on alternatives to violence. 
Lynn Bennifield, director of 


the Alternatives to Violence 
Project, stated that her pro¬ 
gram has been active in 
Shreveport since 1992, but 
is actually an offshoot of a 
program that began 25 
years ago in New York 
City. 

Interestingly, Bennifield 
stated there is a waiting list 
of prisons wishing to insti¬ 
tute this program to create a 
better living environment 
which in some measure 
refutes popular stereotypes 
concerning the mentality of 
prisoners. 

“As a part of our pro¬ 
gram we offer victim- 
offender mediation which 
provides an opportunity for 
people to talk and work out 
their feelings to possibly 
find forgiveness and resolu¬ 
tion. The program is free 
and mediators volunteer 
their time to the project,” 
Bennifield said. 
“Additionally, we will be 
sponsoring a Basic 
Community workshop May 
13-15 at Ae VA Medici 
Center. The workshop will 
focus on community issues 
and discuss ways to coun¬ 
teract the culture of vio¬ 
lence we now find our¬ 
selves in. We can be 
reached at 797-1412 for 
further details” Bennifield 
said.

Two marketing majors in the 
school of business recently were 
honored for coming in third place 
in a national competition.

policy” when they become 
tenants. This policy agree¬ 
ment strictly forbids all 
firearms. Enforcing the rule 
is more difficult though. 

“We are not in the prac¬ 
tice of doing bed checks,” 
Manson said about check¬ 
ing reports from other ten¬ 
ants from firearms. Manson 
later clarified by saying that 
her staff checks with the 
campus police and Dr. 


Gloria Raines, head of 
Student Affairs, before they 
search any apartments. 

As for visitors bringing 
firearms to the apartments, 
Manson says that there is 
very little that her staff can 
do other than work with the 
police to try and curb such 
acts. 

“Short of installing a 
giant metal detectors at the 
gate,” Manson said, “there 
is not much anyone can do.

An autopsy performed on 
Henrietta the chicken did 
not reveal the underlying 
cause of her death. The 
examining professor thinks 
that it may have been 
caused by rat poison. 

Dr. James Ingold, an 
associate professor of 
Biological sciences, per¬ 
formed the autopsy at the 
request of JoAnn Copeland, 
a secretary in management 


and Marketing. The autop¬ 
sy showed that Henrietta 
likely died of internal 
bleeding. Ingold said that 
there were no visible exter¬ 
nal wounds that would indi¬ 
cate trauma and that he 
could only guess at the 
cause of the internal bleed¬ 
ing. 

Ingold said that it might 
have been caused by rat 
poison. He said that this 
was only a guess, because 
rat poison works in the 
same way, by causing inter- 


Legislative approval 
delays lot construction

Construction of a park¬ 
ing lot between Bronson 
Hall and the Noel 
Memorial Library, expected 
to begin in the Fdl, proba¬ 
bly will not start until next 
Spring, according to a uni¬ 
versity official. If construc¬ 
tion prices go up again, the 
lot will be reduced in size. 

According to Mike 
Ferrell, vice chancellor of 
Business Affairs, the lot 
will probably not begin 
construction before January 
of 1999. Approval of the 
project must first be grant¬ 
ed by the state legislature. 

Since the project will 
cost upwards of $335,000 
to complete, it must be 
approved by the state, 
despite the fact that the 
funding for the lot came 
fi'om parking fees. 


“Even though the funds 
are self-generated,” Ferrell 
said, “it has to go through 
capital outlay.” 

After it is approved by 
the state, the state will like¬ 
ly assign an architect for the 
job. This will be done 
through the State 
Architectural Selection 
Board, and could take any¬ 
where from three to six 
months. 

The lot was pushed back 
last Fall because of rising 
construction costs. It was 
origjnally supposed to cost 
only $200,000. 

Ferrell said that if con¬ 
struction costs go up again, 
the architect will likely just 
take ten or fifteen feet off of 
the lot. Since the lot was 
only expected to be a 3/4 lot 
to begin with, the move 
would not make very much 
difference.

Dr. William D. Pederson 
received the Special 
Humanity Award 1998 
given by the Louisiana 
Endowment for the 
Humanities (LEH). The 
Award was given as a recog- 
nition for the Pederson’s 
numerous projects which 
include the Summer Teacher 
Institutes on Abraham 
Lincoln and First Couples 
on the White House, and his 
continuous service as a 
scholar in various sections 
of the LEH’s RELIC reading 
programs in public libraries. 

The LEH has recognized 
the unique culture of the 
state for 12 years by giving 
out the Annual Humanities 
Awards for people who have 
made the humanities more 
accessible for people.

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SGA spring session ends 
with thoughts of future

It was the last call to 
order for the SGA this 
semester in the DeSoto 
Room of the University 
Center Monday night, April 
27th, There was present a 
quorum of senators, and a 
short agenda of business to 
be acted on. 

Perhaps the most inter¬ 
esting issues at this meeting 
were the budget for the 
coming fiscal year, and the 
dates for the coming fall 
SGA elections. 

SGA President Nick 
Crafts presented the budget, 
and line by line, the senate 
voted on it. A new item 
Crafts proposed was that of 
an Executive Secretary 
Scholarship. If approved, it 
would allow the SGA to 
hire an executive secretary 
to discharge many of the 
routine matters that Crafts 
said he was personally see¬ 
ing to. 

“An executive secretary 
will allow the president to 
better use their time han¬ 
dling public relations mat¬ 
ters, rather than dealing 
with letter writing, flyer 
copying, and mailing 
duties. It will benefit me as 
well as those who hold this 
office in the future,” Crafts 
said. After some discussion 
on the reasoning supporting 
his request to create the 
position, the measure was 
passed. In the end, all of 
the items on the proposed 
budget were unanimously 
passed. 

Of particular importance 
also, was the setting of the 
fall senate election dates. 
Those students wishing to 
make a run for tlie senate 


must file an Intent to Run 
form no later than 4:30 
p.m.. Sept, 17, 1998. The 
fall semester election dates 
run October 5th through 
13th. 

There was yet a little 
more discussion on the ter¬ 
minated proficiency exam 
issue. Dr. Gloria Raines, 
advisor to the SGA, encour¬ 
aged the SGA to establish a 
concrete stand on the issue. 

“There are a lot of 
rumors, along with plain 
misinformation being cir¬ 
culated on the exam and 
what it was or is meant to 
be. One case in point I 
heard about was that if the 
exam were to be abolished, 
professors could do away 
with scaling grades. That’s 
nonsense because they have 
always scaled grades and 
will continue to do so with 
or without the exam,” 
Raines said. She pointed 
out that most of the infor¬ 
mation about the exam was 
incomplete, and that she 
didn’t even have all the 
answers. Raines indicated 
that even as close as the 
vote was to abolish the 
exam, it proved that the fac¬ 
ulty is listening to student 
input. She encouraged the 
SGA to keep speaking up 
about this and other matters 
regarding student concerns. 

When asked by SGA 
Vice-President Ted 

McCastlain if there would 
be students allowed to sit 
on a committee that is to be 
established to review the 
matter further, Raines said 
she didn’t know anything 
about that. She also said 
that “nothing would likely 
be done about it over the 
summer, anyway.” 



Robots take over BE lab

The new robotics lab in 
Business/Education 
Building Room 114 made 
its public debut during an 
open house sponsored by 
the LSUS Computer 
Science Department on 
Tuesday, April 28. 

Establishing a robotics 
lab at LSUS was an idea 
initiated by Dr. Reza 
Sanati, an associate profes¬ 
sor of computer science, 
after he saw similar facili¬ 
ties at other universities. 

The need for robotics 
training is increasing as 
more and more companies 
are making use of the tech¬ 
nology, Sanati said. A 
number of area corpora¬ 
tions have begun to incor¬ 
porate the use of robotics 
into their specific fields. 
Two major Shreveport 
employers, LSU Medical 
Center and General Motors, 
can utilize robotics in spe¬ 
cific forms of microsurgery 
and in assembly lines. 

A lack of robotics train¬ 
ing facilities in this area has 
resulted in companies like 
General Motors sending

their employees elsewhere 
to obtain training, Sanati 
said. 

A $74,000 grant from the 
Board of Regents 
Supplement Fund 

(BORSF) was used to cre¬ 
ate the LSUS’ robotics lab. 
The lab, according to 
Sanati, is a step that could 
possibly lead to the produc¬ 
tion of a larger training 
facility. 

“In the future, when we 
get more funding, I want to 
convert this Robotics lab to 


a Robotics Training 
Facility to give training and 
certification to anyone who 
registers for the class, 
Sanati said. 

Currently the 18 students 
enrolled in the robotics 
course work with two types 
of robots: the Scrobot ER 
V Plus and Serdjot ER IX 
Sanati uses these two types 
of robots to teach students 
programming language, 
information on robot struc¬ 
ture, and possible future 
applications with robots.
